Cash injections 


for nursery 


ursery clubs are nothing 

new to mainiand 
Europe, but mention of 
them in the UK brings cries 
of consternation from many 
quarters. Liverpool were 
linked with Chester City 
and this was directly linked 
to this debate. 

As with any suggestions to 
a differing approach, many 
have looked at the negatives 
and not quite thought through 
the many positives an 
agreement like this could 
provide. 

Firstly, smaller clubs spend 
more time looking over their 
shoulders and hiding from the 
many creditors. In the last 
couple of seasons there have 
been many clubs threatened 
with closure: Millwall, 
Gillingham, Torquay, 
Scarborough, Brighton, to 
name a few. 

If clubs like Liverpool 
‘adopted’ a smaller side to act 
as their nursery, it would 
mean they would have to 
inject much needed cash into 
them. That is obvious as they 
could not have their nursery 
club going out of business for 
financial reasons. Stands to 
Teason, plus, the areas opened 
up by such a decision are 
enormous. 

Without having to worry 
about finding the finances to 
fund stadium rebuilding, 
paying the bills, wages etc, 
they can concentrate on the 


job in hand — finding and 


producing young players. 

This in itself leads to 
problems. Could they sign 
their own players or would 
that be ordained by the higher 
body? If a player were coming 
back from injury or 
suspension in the Premier 
League, could he then tum out 
for the nursery side? 

Of course, much as it 
would be great for Chester 
supporters to see Robbie 
Fowler, or Foxes fans 
watching Asprilla for Carlisle, 
it would only be short term. In 
the context of a team game, 
would so much chopping and 
changing be for the benefit of 
the smaller clubs, or as 
suggested, be tailored to suit 
the big boys? 

As the rich get richer and 
the ever widening gulf 
between divisions widens, one 
point to remember is that with 
the influx of foreign players 
into the Premier Leagues of 
England and Scotland, if the 
so called smaller clubs go to 
the wail, or even become part- 
time, many of the games 
future international players 
will be lost to the world stage. 

Since the game became 
what it is today it has always 
been the case that the lower 
divisions, and non-league 
football in particular, have 
been the breeding grounds of 
international such as Stuart 
Pearce, David Platt and Ian 
Wright. 

Tf the breeding grounds are 
lost and the cash available to 
clubs is allowed to drift to 
other countries, the flow-on 
effect is that of national 


clubs? 


concern. If the young. players 
slip through the net, we know 
it’s full of holes at the best of 
times, the national side must 
suffer as foreign imports are 
great for marketing but not all 
are good for the game.
